1. The name of the Society shall be KASHI MUMU- 
KSHU BHAWAN SABHA, 


2. The objects for which the Society is established 
are: 


(a) To provide residence and other amenities, as 
far as possible to persons who have retired 
from worldly affairs and who want to pass the 
remaining days of their lives at Kashi in 
meditation. 


(b) To provide temporary accommodation to per- 
sons visiting Varanasi. 


(c) To establish Charitable dispensaries, and/or 
hospitals fer the treatment of needy, poor and 
deserving persons. 


(d) To promote study of Sanskrit and cultural 
heritage of India. 


(e) To start library, reading room and other edu- 
cational institutions. 


(f) To help poor students including providing 
scholarships, maintenances, supply of books 
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stipends, medals and other incentives to 
‘study, 


(g) To print, publish, distribute or sell books, 
magazines for the cultural and spiritual renais- 
sance in the country either free of cost or at 
anominal value not involving any activity 
of profit. 


(h) To provide grains and cooked food to the 


deserving and mendicants,

(1) To collect, raise and receive subscriptions, 
donations and gifts in cash orin kind for all 
or any of the objects of the Society. 


(j) To help, contribute, promote, take over and 
amalgamate with wholly or partially, any other 
Society, Trust, body or institution whether 
incorporated or not having wholly public 
charitable objects altogether or in part similar 
to those of the Society. 


(k) To purchase, take on lease, or otherwise acqu- 
ire any estates, lands, buildings, easements 
or other interests in real estate and all kinds 
of personal properties and to sell, let on lease, 
or otherwise dispose of or grant right over 
any real property or other properties whatso- 
ever belonging to the Society, 


(1) To draw, accept and make, and to endorse, 
discount and negotiate bills of exchange, 
promissory notes and other negotiable ins- 
truments, ;

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(m) To borrow or raise money with ог without 
security and on such terms as the society may 
think fit. ; 


(a) To invest and deposit the moneys of the 
Society not immediately required in such man- 
ner as the Society may think ftt, 


(o) To do all other acts, deeds and things as are 
incidental or conductive to the attainment of 
the above objects or any of them, 


- Tho profits, income and property of the Society 
will be applied solely for the promotion of the 
objects of the Society, as set forth above, and no 
portion thereof shall be paid or transferred direc- 
tly or indirectly by way of dividends, bonuses or 
otherwise howsoever by way of profit to any 
member or ex-member or any other person claim- 
ing through them or any of them, provided that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent the pay- 
ment in good faith of remuneration of any officers 
Or Servant or employees of the Society or other 


persons in return for any services rendered to the 
Society, 


4. If upon dissolution of the Society there remains 


after the satisfaction of all its debts and liabilities 
any property whatsoever, the same shall not be 
paid to and distributed amongst the members of 
the Society or any of them but shall be given or 
transferred to some other institution having whol- 
ly public charitable objects altogether or in part 
Similar to those of the Society tobe determined 
by the Trustees. 
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5. The management and contro] of the affairs of the 
Socie:y shall be entrusted to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Society. 


6. The name, address and occupation of the Trustees 
and the members of the present Executive Com- 
mittee of the Society are as set forth in the Rules 
and Regulations of the Society.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


of 
KASHI MUMUKSHU BHAWAN SABHA 


DEFINITION 


1. In-these Rules, unless otherwise excluded by or 


repugnant to or inconsistent with the subject of 
tse context :— 


(a) The SOCIETY shall mean “KASHI MUMU- 
KSHU BHAWAN SABHA”, 


(DSMEMBERS shall mean the Members of the 
Society as hereinafter defined, 

(c) COMMITTEE shall mean the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Society. 

(d) THE PRESIDENT, THE VICE PRESIDENT, 
THE SECRETARY and THE JOINT SEC- 
RETARY shall mean those respective officers 
of the Society, 


` (c) PATRON shall mean Patron of the Society, as 


hereinafter defined, 


(f) DONOR shall mean a donor of the Society, 
as hereinafter defined donating Rs,5000 or

more, in cash or in kind at a time. 
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(2) GENERAL MEETING shall mean the annual 
General Meeting of the Society and all other 
general meetings shall mean Special General 
Me-tings. 

(h) PRESCRIBED means the prescribed Rules 
and Regulations and/or Bye-laws of the 
Society. 

(i) MATH shall mean the Ishwar Math and 
Ghanshyamanand Math situated ia the pre- 
mises of Kashi Mumukshu Bhawan Sabha, 
Varanasi, 

() VIDYALAYA shall mean the Mumukshu 
Bhawan Ved-Vedang Vidyalaya situated in the 
premises of Kashi Mumukshu Bhawan Sabha, 
Varanasi. 

(k) TRUSTEES shall mean the members of the 
Board of Trustees inwhom allthe moveable 
and immovable property of the Society shall 
vest. 


OFFICE OF THE SOCIETY 


2. The principal office of the Society shall be situated 
at Varanasi. The Society may from time to time 
open, abolish and re-open branch offices at such 
other place or places as the Committee may from 
time to time decide.

Society. 


REMOVAL OF MEMBERS 


4. Any Member shall cease to be a member of the 
Society if he resigns by a letter addressed to the 
Society and delivered at the office of the Society 
in Varanasi. А member shall continue to be a 
member for life unless he resigns or ceases to be 
so as aforesaid or if so resolved by the Committee 
by a resolution passed by in a majority of two- 
third of the members of the Committee present, 
and voting at a special meeting of the Committee 
especially called for the purpose and in which fifty 
percent of the members of the Committee are 
present. 


DONOR 


5. Any person, joint family or partnership firm or in- 
corporation company or trust who has paid to the 
Society a donation of Rs, 5,000 or more at a time 
either in cash or in kind, shall upon acceptance of 
the same be a donor of the Society. A list of the 
existing donors has been compiled and setforth in 
a register and initialled by Mr. L. N. Birla.

MEETINGS 


Distinction between General and Special General Meeting 


7. The Annual General Meeting of the Members of 
the Society shall be held once a year at such time 
and at such place in Varanasi or Calcutta as may 
be determined by the Committee. Such meeting 
will be called the “Annual General Meeting” of 
the Society. All other General Meetings of the 
Society as and when called will be called “Special 
General Meetings.” 


Special General Meeting 


8. The Committee may whenever it thinks fit and it 
shall within thirty days of the receipt of a written 
requisition signed by not less than 25%of the 
members of the Society shall convene a Special 
General Meeting of the Society at a time and place 
to be fixed by the Committee, to consider the 
matter that may be placed before it by the Com- 
Mittee, or in the case of requisition, such matters 
as may be specified in the requisition, 


Rights of the Members to Convene a Meeting 


9. In case the Committee does not within the time 
fixed convene a meeting on the requisition of the 
members as prescribed in the last preceding clause, 
the requisitionists may themselves within seven 
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10. 


days of such default convene a special meeting of 
the Society at the office of the Society in Varanasi 
to consider the matters mentioned in the requisi- 
tion, Such meeting shall be governed in all matters 
by the provisions in these presents contained for 
General Meeting. 


Notice of Meeting 


At least fifteen days notice specifying the place, 
date and hour and agenda of the annual and spe- 
cial general meeting shall be given to all the mem- 
bers of the Society by notice sent by post or other- 
wise, The accidental omission to give any such 
notice to any of the members shall not invalidate 
any resolution passed at any such meetings. In 
case of urgency the Committee shall be entitled to 
reduce the period of notice to seven days. 


PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETINGS 


Business of the Meetings 


11. The business of the Annual General Meeting 


shall be to receive, consider and pass the report 
of the Committee on the past year’s affairs, the 
Account and Balance Sheet of the past year, to 
elect every three years members of the Committee 
in place of those retiring and to transact any other 
business which is brought under consideration by 
the report of Committee, No other business shall 
be transacted at an Annual General Meeting. `

On a show of hands, every member present shall 
have one vote and on a poll every member present 
shall have one vote. 


Fifteen members and donors present shall be the 
quorum for a general meeting of the Socizty, both 
Annual and Special. Ifa meeting is not held for 
want of quorum, it shall stand dissolved if it is a 
requisitioned meeting, otherwise, it shall stand 
adjourned at the same place till the same day and 
hour next week when ‘he members present shall 
form a quoram and shall be entitled to transact 
all business which the meeting could have transac- 
ted in case it had not been adjourned for want 
of a quorum, 


CHAIRMAN 


At all general meetings the President of the 
Society and in his absence the Vice-President shall 
be the Chairman, In case both the President and 
Vice-President be not present within 15 minutes 
of the holding of the meeting, or if they both 
decline to act, the members present shall elect 
one amongst themselves to be chairman of the 
meeting. 


When Meeting to be Adjourned 


The Chairman may with the consent of the meet- 
ing adjourn the same from time to time and from 
place to place but so that the business which was 
left unfinished at the first meeting shall only be 
transacted at the adjourned meeting.

Every resolution andjor question submitted to а 
general meeting shall be decided in the first ins- 
tance by show of hands but before or immediately 
on the declaration of the result thereof, a poll may 
be demanded by at least three members present. 
If poll is demanded as aforesaid it shall be taken 
at such time and in such manner as the Chairman 
may decide. Incase of equality of votes, the 
Chairman shall, both on a show of hands and on 
a poll have a casting vote in addition to the vote 
he has as a member,

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


The property moveable and immoveable belong- 
ing to the Society shall vest in the Trustees. 


The number of Trustees shall not be less than 3 
and not more than 11. The Trustees shall be 
Trustees for their life time, but any trustee may 
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resign by giving notice in writing to his Co-Tru- 
stees and shall cease to bea ! rustee if requested 
in writing by three-fourths of the remaining trus- 
tees or the nümber nearest there to or, if he be- 
comes incapable of acting or becomes lunatic or of 
unsound mind.

The Trustees shall carry out the directions from 
time to time given by a General Meeting of the 
Society and a copy of a resolution of the General 
Meeting of the Society certified to be true by the 
President and the Secretary and forwarded to the 
Trustees by the Secretary shall be sufficient autho- 
rity to the Trustees to act in terms of the said 
resolution. 


Subject to any direction of the General Meeting, 
Trustees shall have inter-alia the following po- 
wers : 


(a) To approve and pass the budget of the Society. 


(b) To purchase, take on lease or otherwise acquire 
any property ( moveable or iu.moveable ) for 
the Society. 


(c) To sell and let out any property of the Society 
but no sale of any immoveable property shall 
be effected without the sanction of the General 
Meeting of the Society. 


(d) To invest the moneys of the Society not im- 
mediately required for any of the purposes of 
the Society with any schedule Bank. 


(e) To borrow money with the consent of the 
General Meeting of the Society. 


(£) To sign, seal, execute, deliver and to get regis- 
tered according to law all Transfers, Sale-

deeds, Conveyance, Assurances, Reconveyan- 
ces, Lease, Mortgages, Charges and other docu- 
ments, relating to the properties vested in 
them. 


(g) To make, add to, or alter rules for their meet- 
ings and other matters relating to them as 
Trustees. : 


(h) To recommend and to ask the Executive 
Committee to amend, alter or add to any of 
the clauses of this Articles of Association so as 
toenable the Society to take steps to fulfill 
the objects mentioned in the memorandum. 


The Trustees shall from time to time place at the 
disposal of the Committee funds to meet the ex- 
penses of the Society. 


In case of difference of opinion among the T'rustees 
they shall act by а majority. Where the Trustees 
are equally divided, the matter will be decided by 
the casting vote of Chairman of the Meeting, 


Any Act, deed or thing required to be done or 
executed by the Trustees including the drawing 
and signing of cheques and the endorsement of 
Government Securities shall be deemed to be done 
by all the Trustees if itis done or executed by 
any two of the Trustees, in persuance of a resolu- 
tion of the Board of Trustees, 


The Trustees may regulate their meetings and 
proceedings and conduct of duties as they may 
decide, The Trustees may by a resolution direct

any act, deed ог thing required to Бе done ог ехе- 
cuted by them to be done or executed by any one 
or more of them, and in such cases any act, deed, 
or thing, done or executed in pursuance of such a 
resolution shall be as valid and effectual as if it 
had been done or executed by all the Trustees. 
Such delegation of authority may be general or 
special, Resolution passed without any meeting 
of the Trustees but by circulation and evidenced 
in writing under the hands of the majority of the 
Trustees shall be as valid and effectual as a reso- 
lution passed at a meeting of the Trustees, 


The Trustees shall be entitled to be paid all expen- 
ses actually incurred by them as Trustees іп rela- 
tion to the affairs of the Society. 


PATRON 

Swami Ghanshyamanandji was the founder-Patron 
of the Society during his life time, henceforth, the 
Committee may appoint any deserving person as a 
Patron for such a period asit thinks fir, The 
Patron need not be a member of the Society. The 
Trustees may from time to time appoint persons 
interested in the object and welfare of the Society 
as Patrons. 


OFFICE BEARERS 


The Society shall have one President, two Vice- 
Presidents, one General Secretary and one Joint 
Secretary as office-bearers, all of whom shall be 
honorary, 
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33. The President of the Board of Trustees shall be 


the President of the Society, The Vice-President, 
the General Secretary and Joint Secretary shall be 
nominated by the Trustees, The office-bearers shall 
hold office for three years from the date of their 
nomination, ‘The retiring office-bearers shall be 
eligible for re-appointment. Any casual vacancy 
occuring in ths office of the office-bearers by death, 
resignation or otherwise shall be filled by the 
Trustees. Such office-bearer shall hold office for 
the period for which the outgoing office-bearer 
would have held office. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Management

The management of the affairs of the Society shall 
be vested in an Executive Committee consisting 
not less than eleven and not more than seventeen 
persons including the ex-officio members, The 
President, two Vice-Presidents and the General 
Secretary and Joint-Secretary shall be ex-officio

The Executive Committee besides the 5 ex-officio 
members shall consist of : 


(a) Two Dandi Swamis who shall be residents of 
any of the institutions founded, maintained or 
run by the Society, as provided in clause 52. 
The two Dandi Swamis on the Executive 
Committee need not be members of the 
Society,

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(b) Two donorsor representatives of the donors

(c) Remaining eight persons among the members

Retirement of the Members 


At every third Annual General Meeting of the 
Society the members of the Committee excluding 
the ex-officio and nominated members for the 
time being, shall retire, but will be eligible to be 
re-elected.

Filling up of Casual Yacancy 


Any casual vacancy other than of ex-officio and 
nominated membess occuring in the Committee 
shall be filled up by the Committee but the per- 
sons so chosen shall be subject to retirement at 
the same time at which the member whose vacant 
seat was filled up would have retired, 


Quorum 


The Committee shall mcet for the despatch of busi- 
ness as may be necessary. Seven members shall 
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form a quorum of a meeting of the Committee. 
If within 15 minutes from the time appointed for 
holding the meeting a quorum is not present, the 
meeting shall stand adjourned till the next day 
at the same time and place and if no quorum is 
present, then the members present shall form the 


quorum and shall be entitled to transact all busi- 
ness. 


Convening the Meeting 


42. The Secretary may whenever he thinks fit and he 


shall forthwith if requested by the President or by 
a requisition in writing signed by at least three 
members of the Committee convene a meeting of 
the Committee. 


Notice of the Meeting 


43. Seven days’ notice at least specifying the place, 


day and hour, and agenda of the meeting shall be 
given by post or otherwise to all members of the 
Committee. In urgent cases the Secretary may 
reduce the period of notice to 48 hours. 


CHAIRM:N 


44. At all meetings of the Committee the Presi ient 


and in his absence the Vice-President ( опе of 
the two ) shall take the chair, In case both are abs- 
ent for 15 minutes from the holding of the meet- 
ing or if both decline to act, the members present 
shall elect one from amongst themselves as Chair- 
man of the Meeting.

Vote of Members 


Every question before a meeting shall be decided 
by a majority of the votes of the members present, 
every member having one vote. In case of equa- 
lity of votes the Chairman shall have a casting 
vote in addition to the vote he has as a member 
of the Committee. 


Disqualification of the Members of the Committee 


A person shall cease to bea member of the 
Committee in any one of the following events : 


(a) If he resigns his post; 

(b) If he is adjudged insolvent; 

(c) If he ceases to be a member of the Society; 
(d) If he becomes lunatic or of unsound mind; 


(e) If he is convicted of an offence involving 
moral turpitude; 


(Е) If he is requested by at least 75% of the other 
members of the Committee to resign; 


(g) If without leave of absence, he absents himself 
from the three consecutive meetings of the 
Committee. 


The Commitiee shall, subject to these rules and 
regulations as well as other rules and regulations 
from time to time made by it, conduct and manage 
all the business and affairs of the Society. 
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Specfic Powers 


48. The Committee shall, in addition to the rights and 
powers conferred upon it by these presents, exer- 
cise all such powers and do and execute all such 
acts, deeds, and things, for and on behalf of the 
Society which the Society by its memorandum of 
Association is authorised to exercise, do and ехе- 
cute and which the Committee is not expressly by 
these presents prohibited from exercising, doing, 
executing, 


Power of the Committee 


49. Without prejudice to the aforesaid general powers, 
the Committee shall have the following rights and 
powers to manage the properties of the Society : 


(a) To pay Corporation and other dues in respect 
of the properties. 


(b) Subject to the consent of the Board of Trustees 
to open, deposit, current and/or saving acco- 
unts with banks and to operate upon the same 
and to draw, issue, and sign cheques, drafts, 
and pay orders and to make, draw, issue, 
endorse, negotiate and discount cheques, 
drafts, pay orders, 


(c) To aid and develop the institutions founded, 
run or managed by the Society, 


(d) To establish, run, and aid institutions co- 
vered by the objects of the Society. 


(c) To print, publish, sell, and distribute books 
= ON = 
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and pamphlets in furtherance of the objects o£ 
the Society. 


(£) То collect, raise, and receive subscriptions and 
donations with or without conditions. 


(2) То appoint sub-committees, including persons 
not members of the Society or of the Commit- 
tee and to delegate to such Sub-Committee 
allor any of its powers and in particular to 
appoint Sub-Committee to mange or superwise 
any institutions established, run or aided by 
the Society. 


(h) to appoint Manager, gumastas, bill collectors, 
jamadars, servants, and other assistants and 
employees; to fix and pay their remuneration 
and to dispense with their services and to 
conduct service rules. 


(i) To frame, add to, and alter bye-laws regarding 
the maintenance and management and admis- 
sion to and expulsion from any institution 
established or run by the Society. 


50. The Society alsoruns a Sanskrit Vidyalaya, viz. 
Shri Mumukshu Bhawan Ved-Vedang Vidyalaya, 
the Society shall have the power to prepare and 
make rules, regulations, bye-laws thereto. 


51. The Society maintains and manages Ishwar Math 
and Ghanshyamanand Math founded by late 
Swami Ghanshyamanand jee Tirth for the benefit 
of his disciples and their disciples. The Society 
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shall have the power to prepare and make rules, 
regulations, bye-laws thereto. 


52. PROVIDED ALWAYS that notwithstanding any 
thing contained in the Rules and Regulations of 
the Society : 


(1) The management of Ishwar Math and Ghan- 
shyamanand Math institutions for the benefit 
of the Dandi Swamis, shall be left in the hands 
of two Dandi Swamis to be elected by the 
inmates of the Ishwar Math and Ghanshyama- 
nand Math from amongst the disciples of 
Swami Ghanshyamanandjec or the disciples of 
such disciples, The Dandi Swamis entrusted 
with the management of the said Ishwar Math 
and Ghanshyamanand Math shall spend for 
the purposes of the said Maths and for bene- 
fits of cheir inmates Only the interest income 
of the money set apart for the said maths and 
they shall submit monthly account of the ex- 
penditure to the Committee of the Society. 
The two Dandi Swamis, shall have the power 
to keep ог turnout any undesirable inmate 
of Shri Ishwar Math and Shri Ghanshyamanand 
Math. If the Committee of the Society is 
not satisfied with the management of the said 
Maths by the Dandi Swamis clected for the 
purpose, the Committec shall be entitled to 
remove such Dandi Swamis from such manage- 
ment and to call upon the inmates of the said 
Maths to select in their place other two Dandi

Swamis from amongst the disciples or disci- 
Ples of the disciples of Swami Ghanshyama- 
nandjee in accordance with the provision of 
this sub-clause, to manage the affairs of the said 
Maths, the management of the said Maths 
however shall be subject to the General 
control and supervision of the Committee but 
as long as the Management of the Maths is 
carried out in the manner aforesaid the Com- 
mittee will not interfer with the same. The 
Committee also will not be entitled to divert 
the money set apart for maths to other 
purpose or object of the society. 


The Committee shall not amalgamate any of 
its institution with any other outside insti- 
tution nor shall the Committee amalgamate any 
outside institution with any institution of the

SUITS AND LEGAL PROCEEDINGS 


54. All suits and legal proceedings by or against the 
Society shall be in the name of the Secretary who 
shall completely represent the Society in such 
matters. 
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DONATIONS AND SUBSCRIPTIONS 


55. All donations; subscriptions and gifts and other 
money and properties received by any office-bear- 
er of the Society and also by patron or any other ` 
member shall forthwith be paid and made over by 
him to the Secretary who in his turn shall deposit 
the same in Society’s Bank or take possession for 
the purposes and objects of the Society as the case 
may be, but the Secretary shall be entitled to keep 
with him such sums as may from time to time be 
prescribed by the Committee to meet the current 
expenses of the Society. The Secretary shall issue 
receipts fur such donations or in his absence the 
joint Secretary. 


ACCOUNTS AND REPORTS 


56. The Committee shall keep or cause to be kept true 
accounts of all moneys and properties received 
and expended by the Society and the matters in 
respect of which such receipts and expenditure 
took place and of the assets, properties and liabi- 
lities of the Society, Where necessary separate ac- 
counts shall be kept of the various departments 
and activities of the Society. 


57. The accounts of the Society shall be audited at 
least once a year by а Chartered Accountant who 
for the purpose of auditing shall have access at all 
reasonable times to all the books, accounts and 
papers of the Society. 


58. The Committee shall at least once in a year prepare 
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or cause to be prepareda Balance Sheet of the 
Scciety and shall lay the same alongwith the 
Accoun.s, the report of the Auditors and its own 
report before the Annual General Meeting of the 
Society. 


59. A copy of the Accounts, the Balance Sheets, the 
Auditor’s Report and the Report of the Com- 
mittee shall be sent to all the members of the Soci- 
ety by post or otherwise at Jeast three days before 
the holding of the Annual Generel Meeting. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


60. The Committee shall from time to time determine 
as to what extent and at what times and place and 
under what conditions and regulations the ac- 
counts and Books of the Society or the properties 
of the Society or any of them shall be open to 
the inspection of Members or/and donors and no 
member or/and donor shall have any right of ins- 
pecting any account or books or documents or 
property of the Society except as may be prescri- 
bed by the Committee in the manner herein before 
mentioned. 

61. The Society may in a Special General Meeting 
convened for the purpose add to or alter these 
rules and regulations or any rules and regulations 
of the Society for the time being in force except 
paragraph 52 proviso ( 1 , and ( 2).
